This Marketing Agreement for Fluid Milk 
Industry, in its present form merely reflects the 
proposal of the addve mentioned industry, and none 
of the provisions contained therein are to be regard- 
ed as having received the approval of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration as applying to this Industry. 


MARKETING AGREEMENT FOR MILK 


ASHEVILLE, NORTH CAROLINA PRODUCTION AREA 


PAR? 1 


The parties’ to this Acreoment are the contracting distributors, the 
contracting producers, and the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States. 


WHEREAS, it is the declared policy of Congress, as set forth in Sec- 
tion 2 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, approved May 12, 1933, as amended;- 


~ ‘(a)’ To establish and maintain such balance between the production 
and consumption of agricultural commodities, and such mrketing 

conditions therefor, as will reestablish prices to fa:mers at 2. 
level that will give agricultural commodities 2 purchasing 
power with respect to articles that farmers buy, equivalent 
to the purchasing cower of agricultural commodities in the 
base period, the base period in the case of all agricultural 
commodities except tobacco being the prewar period, August 
1909 =~ July 1914; and — 


(>), To approach such equality of purchasing power by gradual cor- 
rection of the present inequalities therein at as rapid a 
rate as is deemed feasible in view of the current consumptive 
demand in domestic and foreign markets; and - 


(c) To protect the consumers! interest by readjusting farm pro- 
duction at such level as will not increase the percentage of 
the consumers! retail expenditures for agricultural commodities, 
or products derived therefrom, which is returned to the farmer, 
above the percentage which was returned to the farmer in the 
prewar period, August 1909 - July 1914; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Agricultural Adjustment Act, the parties 
hereto, for the purpose of correcting conditions now obtaining in the pro- 
duction of milk in the Asaville, North Carolina Production Area, 
and the distritmtion thereof, and to effectuate the declared policy of the 
Act, desire to enter into a marketing agreement under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 8 (2) of the Act: 


NOW THEREFORE, the parties hereto agree as follows: 


PART 28 


As used in this Agreement, the following words and phrases are defined 
as follows: 


1. "Secretary" means the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States 
or his duly authorized representative. 
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2. "Act" means the Agricultural Adjustment. Act, approved May 12, 1933, 
as amended, 


3. "Person" means individual, partnership, corporation, association 
or any other business unit. 


4 "Fluid Milk" means milk, cream or any other of the articles listed 
in Exhibit "C" which are sold for consumption in the Sales Area. 


dS. "Producer" means any person who produces, in the Production Area, 
milk sold for consumption as fluid milk in the Sales Area. 


5. "Contracting Producers" means Blue Ridge Milk Producers Co-opera- 
tive Association, Inc. (an association daly or- 
ganized and existing under the ee of the State of North Carolina) and such 
other producers as may become parties signatory to this Agreement according 
to the terms hereof, 


7. "Distributor! means any of the following persons engaged in the 
business of handling fluid milk produced by Benen:

8. "Contracting Distributors" means members of hevevilte Mutual 
Milk Dealers Association, Inc. (corporations duly incorporated and exist- 
ing under the laws of the State of North Carolina) and such other distributors 


as may become parties E PEE RL Ona to this Agreement according to the terms 
hereof, 


9, "Sales Area" means the territory included within the City of 
Asheville, North Carolina, and the territory lying within five miles distance,,. 


air line, from the nearest point marking the corporate limits of the City 
of Asheville. 
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10% "Production Area" means the territory within the County of 
Buncombe, North Carolina, and also means any farms now holding permits to 
distribute milk in’ the City of Asheville, provided that any such. farm shall 
cease to be within the Production Area if and when it ceases for a period of 
ninety days to hold. such a permit. 


a 4 "Subsidiary"! means any person, of or over whom a contracting dis- 
tributor or contracting producer has, either directly or indirectly, actual 
or legal control, whether by stock ownership or in any other manner. 


12. "Affiliate" means any person who has, either directly or indirect- 
ly actual or legal control of or over a contracting distributor or contract— 
ing producer, whether by stock ownership or in any other manner, or the actual 
or legal control of or over whom is, either directly or indirectly, ina 
person who has, either direatly or indirectly, actual or legal. control of or 
over a contracting distributor or contracting producer. 


13. "Books and Records" means books, records, accounts, contracts, 
memoranda, documents, papers, correspondence, or other written data pertain~ 
ing to the business of the person in question. 


14. "Milk Board" means the Milk Industry Board, as provided in Part 
Pil hereof. 


15. "District Committee" means the District Milk Industry Committee, 
as provided in Part IV hereof. 


. 16. "Regional Board" means the Regional Milk Industry Board, as pro- 
vided in Part IV hereof. 


17. "National Board" means the National Milk Industry Board, as pro- 
vided in Part IV hereof. 
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1. "Members" as used in Part III means the members of the Milk Ins 
dustry Board, 


2. The contracting producers and contracting distributors shall cause 
to be orzanized within five days after the execution of this Agreement by the 
Secretary, a committee of five to be known as the Milk Industry Board. Two 
members of the Board shall be elected by. the contracting producers; two by 
the contracting distributors; and the fifth member, to represent the consumers, 
shall be elected by the other four. Such fifth member shnll be a resident of 
the Sales Area and shall have no connection financially or otherwise with the 
distribution of milk or products derived therefrom. The fifth member shall be 
designated by the Secretary in the event such member is not elected within 
five days after the effective date of this Agreement by the four members as 
above provided. 
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3. Members representing the contracting producers and contracting 
distritutors, respectively, shall be elected by the respective parties in a 
manner to be determined by themselves, provided that a vote.of producers 
representing not less than 720% of the total volume of milk produced within 
the Production Area during the calendar month next preceding such election 
for distribution as fluid milk, which percentage of production shall include 
60% of the producers by number, and that a vote of distributors representing 
-+not less than 70% of the milk sold as fluid milk within the Sales Area during 
‘the calendar month next preceding such election, which percentage of dis- 
tribution shall include 60% of the distributors by. number, respectively, shall 
be necessary for such election. Upon election the names of all the members 
shall be certified by: tho, party or parties conducting such elections to the 
_ Secretary for his approval. The Secretary may require that such certification 
include a statement.of the manner and vote by which the respective mombers 
were elected and the percentage of the total production or sales of fluid milk 
represented by such vote. Members whose names have been certified to the 
Secretary and approved by him shall enter upon the discharge of their duties. 
If the Secretary shall not approve a member, there shall be a vacancy on the 
Milk Board. Any member may be removed, with or without cause, ody vote of all 
producers or distributors, as the case may be, representing a volume of milk 
equal to at least three-fourths of the volume and number by which he was . 
originally elected. Any vacancies on the Milk Board shall be filled in the 
same manner and by the same parties as provided for the original election. 


4. The Milk Board shall be organized by the members by the selection 
of a chairman, vice-chairman, who shall be members, anda secretary—treasurer 
who may or may not be a member. The Milk Board shall omploy such agents, 
assistants and clerks as may be necessary to perform its duties. All officers 
and employees of: the’ Milk Board who handle funts of the Milk Board or who 
sign or countersign checks upom such funds shall severally give bonds in such 
anounts and with such sureties as shall be determined by the Milk Board. The 
cost of such bonds shall be mid by the Milk Board. 


5. The menbers shall serve without compensation, but shall be entitled 
to reimbursement for the expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


6. The Milk Board shall be financed as hes in pee re 
which is attached hereto and made a part hereof. 


7. Subject to such regulations as the Secretary may prescribe, it 
shall be the duty of the Milk Boards:

PART IV. 


l. For the purpose of securing maximum advantages to the contracting 
parties and’ to consumers under the terms of this Agreement and similar agrec- 
ments, the Secretary hereby designates the Sales Area to be in Region No.

indicated in Exhioit "E", which is attached hereto and made a part hereof. 


2. A District Milk Industry Committee shall be established for Dis- 
trict No. , Region No. 
to consist of one representative of the contracting producers of the Produce 
tion Area and one representative of the contracting distributors of the Sales 
Area, and if and when designated, other production areas and sales arcas in 
Diswriey Wo. » Region No. ° 
Such representatives shall be designated by the Milk Boards. The chairman 
of the first Milk Board organized in District No. 
Region No. shall call by written notice the fives 
mecting of the representatives composing the District Committee. The Dis- 
trict Committee shall be orgnnized at such first meeting by election from among 
their mumber, of a chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary, who shall perform 
the duties usually devolving wpoon such officers. The Secretary or his desige 
nated reoresentative shall receive notice of all meetings, have the privilege 
of the floor, but shall not have a vote on any matters coming before the Dis- 

trict Committee. 


Be “ Regional Milk Industry Board shall be established for Region 


No. to consist of one representative of the contracting 
producers, and one representative of the contracting distributors of District 
No. , and if and when designated other districts in 
Region No. .

shall be designated by the District Committee of each District. The Secretary 
shall call by written notice to the District Committees of Region No. 

The 
Regional Board shall be organized at such first meeting. by election from among 
their number, of a chairman, vice-chairman, secretary, and treasurer, who 
shall perform the duties usually devolving upon such officers. Tne Secretary, 
or his designated representative, shall receive notice of all meetings, have 
the privilege of the floor, but shall not have a vote on any matters coming 
before the Regional Board. 


4, A National Milk Industry Board shall be estaodlisned for the United 
States, to consist of one representative of the contracting producers and 
one representative of the contracting distributors of Region No. : 
and all other regions as designated in Exhibit "BE", attached hereto. The 
representatives of each Region shall be designated by the Regional Boards of 
each Region. The Secretary shall call, by written notice to the secretaries 
of the Regional Boards, the first meeting of the representatives composing 
the National Board. The National Board shall be organized at such first 
meeting oy election from among their number of a chairman, vice-chairman, 
Secretary, and treasurer, who shall perform the duties usually devolving upon 
such officers. The Secretary, or his designated representative, shall receive 
notice of all meetings, have the privilege of the floor, but shall not have a 
vote on any matters coming before the National Board. 


Oe All voting members of the District Committees, Regional Boards and 
the National Board shall serve without compensation, but shall be entitled 
to pap Seenien for the seisheages incurred in the performance of their duties. 


(a) Expenses of members of District Committees shall be 
paid by the Milk Boards which such members represent. 


(b) Expenses of members of Regional Boards and necessary 
operating expenses of Regional Boards shall be paid by 
the Milk Boards of the Region in the manner as herein 
after described. 


(c) Expenses of members of the National Board shall-be 
paid -by the acne Boards which such mombers TUES a Sie 


a 56. A budget for a stated period shall be established by the Regional 
Board to cover its estimated expenses. Such budget shall be submitted to the 

' Milk’ Boards of Region No. together with a statement of the 

amount in cents or fractions thereof per hundredweight of fluid milk sold 

‘within the region necessary to cover such budget. Each such Milk Board shall 

note the period of ‘the budget, amount per hundredweight and make payment to 

the treasurer of the said Regional Board in accordance with the volume of 

fluid milksales sold in its sales arena for the three months immedintely pre- 
ceding date of budget. Payment of the sums determined in accordance with the 
provisions hereof may be paid in total or divided into as many installments 

as there are months covered by the period of the budget. The payment oF such 

total sum, or the installments of such sum, if paid in installments, shall be 

made upon the twentieth of the month po Lvawtiia receipt of the budget, and* there- % 
after if payments are mdé in installments upon the twentieth of each succeed— 

ing month. The payments herein mentioned may, for good cause shown, de deferred 
from time to time upon approval of tho Secretary. 
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Ve The ° Regional Boards shall maintain a system of accounting and 
records which shall accurately refle¢t their true accounts and financial con- 
ditions. The Regional Boards!. books and records shall be available during 
the usual business hours for inspection by authorized representatives of the 
Milk Boards within the Region. 


8. Subject to such regulations as the Secretary may prescribe, it 
shall‘ be the duty of the District Committee: 


(a) to act as an advisory and coordinating committee within 
the industry; 


(ob) to make recommendations to the Regional Board relative 
to matters affecting the industry; 


(c) to receive and investigate complaints arising from dif 
ferences between the various salcs areas and production 
areas operating within the district under agreements sim- 
ilar hereto; 


(ad) to report its findings, with recommendations, to the 
' Secretary for proceedings under the Act or otherwise 
which he may deem advisable. 


9. Sudject ‘to such regulations .as the Secretary may prescribe, it 
shall de the duty of the Regional Board: 


(a) to act as an advisory and coordinating board within 
‘. the industry; 


(bd) “ make Chtet we ames to the National Board relating 
to matters affecting the industry; 


Co) mee receive and investigate complaints arising from dif. 
ferences between the Districts; 


(d) to make recommendations to the Secretary on matters 
affecting the industry within its Region. 


10. Subject to such regulations as the Secretary may prescribe, it 
shall be the duty of the National Board: 


(a) to act as an xdvisory boatd for the industry;

(c) to receive and investigate complnints arising from 
differences between the Regions; 


(ad) to report its findings, with recommendations, to the 
Secretary for any proceedings under the Act or other- 
wise which he may deom advisable.

1. The schedule governing the prices at which, and the terms and 
conditions under which, milk shall be sold by the contracting producers and 
purchased by the contracting distributors for distribution as fluid milk, shall 
be that set forth in Exhibit "A", which is attached hereto and made a part 
hereof. The provisionsof such schedule may be:-changed from time to time by 
agreement between 725% of the contracting producers, measured by total volume 
of milk produced within the Production Area during the calendar month next 
preceding the date of any such agreement for distribution as fluid milk, which 
percentage of production shall include 60% of the producers by number, on 
the one hand, and 75% of the contracting distributors, moasured by total vol- 
ume of milk sold as fluid milk within the Sales Area during the calendar month 
next preceding any such agreement, which percentage of distribdution shall in- 
clude 60% of the distributors by number, on the other hand; provided, however, 
that such changes shall become effective only upon the written approval of the 
Secretary. Payments to the-Milk Board made pursuant to Section four (4) of 
Part V of this Agreement and Section two (2) of Article I of Exhibit "B", which 
is attached hereto and made a part of this Agreement, and like payments to 
Blue Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. made pursuant to 
membership agreoments, shall, respectively, be deemed part of the price paid 
to producers. 


2» The plan governing the marketing of milk within the Production Area 
and the Sales Area shall be that set forth in Exhibit "B", which is attached 
hereto and made a part of this Agreement. Such plan may be modified by 
agreement between 75% of tho contracting producers, measured by total volume 
of milk produced within the Production Arca during tho calendar month next 
preceding the date of any such agreement for distribution as fluid milk, which 
percentage of production shall include 60% of the producers by number, on the 
one hand, and 725% of the contracting distributors, measured by total volume 
Qf milk sold as fluid milk within the Sales Area during the calendar month 
next preceding the date of any such agreement, which percentage of distribu- 
tion shall include 60% of the distributors by mumber, on the other hand, pro- 
vided, however, thnrt such changes shall become offective only. upon written 
approval of the Secretary. 


-3. The schedule governing the prices at which, and the terms ond con. 
ditions under which, fluid milk shall be distrimted and sold by the contract- 
ing distributors in the Sales Area, shall be that set forth in Bxnibdit ile ee 
which is attached hereto and made a part of this Agreement. Such schedule may 
be changed from time to time by agreement between 25% of the contracting pro- 
ducers, measured by total volume of milk produced within the Production Area 
during the calendar month next preceding the date cf any such agrcement for 
distrivution as fluid milk, which porcentage of prcduction shall include 60% 
of the producers by number, on the one hand, and 75% of the contracting dis 
tridutors, measured by total volume of milk sold as fluid milk within the Sales ~ 
Area during the calendar month next preceding the date of any such agreement, ~

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which percentage of distribution shall include 60% of the distributors by 
number, on the other hand, provided, however, i}that such changes shall become 
effective only upon the written approval of the Secretary. 


4, The contracting distributors agree that they will not purchase 
milk from any producer not a member of the ‘Blue Ridge Milk Producers 
Co-operative Association, Inc.) unless such producer shall have authorized 
the ourchasing contracting distritutor to pay over to the Milk Board the 
Same amount per hundred pounds of milk purchased which members of the Blue 
Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. are thon authorizing 
the contracting distributors to pay over to the Blue Ridge Milk Producors 
Co-onsrative Association, Ine. on behalf of its mombors, and such purchasing 
contracting distributors shall simultaneously with making payment to the vro- 
ducer for milk purchased, make pnyment as aforesaid to the Milk Board. The 
sums so paid shall be kept as a separate fund by the Milk Board and ex ended 
by the Milk Board in securing for non-members of the Blue Ridge Milk Producers 
Co-operative Association, Inc. services and benefits generally similar to those 
which are secured by the members of the Blue Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative 
Association, Inc. by virtue of their like naymonts to Blue Ridge Milk Producers 
Co-operative Association, Inc. The Milk Board shall employ the Blue Ridge 
Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. as its representative for 
rendering services and acquiring benefits for the non-members of the Blue 
Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. similar to those rendered 
and acquired by members of tho Blue Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative Asso~ 
ciation, Inc. by virtue of their membership whenever the Blue Ridge Milk 
Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. is in a position to render such ser- 
vices and confer such benefits. The Milk Board shall keep separate books and 
records in form satisfactory to the Secretary pertaining to such funds, which 
said cvooxs and records of the Milk Board shall be subject to the examination 
of the Secretary during the usual hours of business, and the Milk Board sholl 
from time to time furnish the Secretary such informntion as the Socretary may 
requires 


Se All contracting producers, not members of Blue Ridge Milk Producers 
Co-operative Association, Inc. shall be permitted to become members of the 
Blue Ridze Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. on an equal basis 
with existing members similarly circumstanced. 


6. The contracting producers and the contracting distributors shall 
severally maintain systems of actounting which shall accurately reflect the 
true accounts and conditions of their rospective ocusinesses, which shall ine 
clude any suodsidiary or «ffiliote. MThoir respective books and records (in- 
cluding the books and records of any suosidiaries or affiliates) shal?, during 
the usual hours of business, de subject to the examination of the Secretary 
to assit him in the furtherance of his powers and duties with respect to this 
Agreement, including verification by the Socretary of the information furnish— 
ed on forms hereinafter referred to. The contracting producers and contract 
ing distributors shall scverally, from tims to time, furnish information to 
the Secretary on amd in accordance with forms to be detormined by him, cach of 
which reports shall be verified under oath. The Secretary, in his discretion, 


may permit the omission of any subsidiary or affiliate from any such reports. 
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In the event that the Blue Ridge Milk Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. 
and/or the Milk Board and the Secretary shall have occasion to collect 
identical information from the same parties, the Blue Ridge Milk Producers 
Co-operative Association, Inc. or the Milk Board, as the case may be, shall 
use forms acceptable to the Secretary and arrangements shall be made for a 
copy of such reports to be submitted to the Secretary, the Blue Ridge Milk 
Producers Co-operative Association, Inc. and the Milk Board. All information 
(unloss it would have becn otherwise legally obtainable by the Secretary) 
obtained by or furnished to the Secretary, pursuant to this Section, if desiz- 
nated in writing as such when so obtained or furnished, shall remain the con- 
Tidential information of the Secretary, and shall not be disclosed by him ex- 
cept upon lawful demand by the President, by *either House of the Congress, or 
any Committee thereof, or by any court, or when offered in evidence in any 
hearing, authorized by the Act or otherwise, for the suspension or revocation 
as to one or more persons of any license issued by the Secretary, whether or 
not such information was obtained from or furnished by the person or persons 
with respect to whose license the hearing is held. The Secretary, however, 
may combine and publish the information obtained from or furnished by the con- 
tracting oarties in tho form of general statistical studies or data. Tne Sec- 
retary may make and issue such regulations and prescribe such penalties in 
accordance with the provisions of Sud-Section (c), Section Ten (10) of the 
Act, as he may deem advisable to prevent any violation of the confidence im 
posed hereby. ; ;

7. All fluid milk marketed and distributed in accordance with the 
terms of this Agreement shall be produced, received, transported, processed, 
bottled, and distributed in accordance with the applicable provisions of the 
health laws, ordinances and regulations of the Federal, state, municipal, or 
other political subdivisions within which such milk is marketed and distributed. 
All such ordinances and regulations for the purposes herein stated shall be 
deemed a part hereof. 


8. The schedule of fair practices set forth in Exhibit "D", whioh is 
attached hereto and made a vart of this Agreement, shall be the uniform schedule 
of fair practices for the Sales Area. The provisions of such schedule may be 
changed from time to ‘time by agreement between 75% of the contracting dis- 
tributors, measured by total volume of milk sold as fluid milk within the 
Sales Area during the calendar month next preceding the date of any such 
agreement, which percentage of distribution shall include 60% of the distribu- 
tors by number, provided, however, that such changes shall become effective - 
only upon written approval of the Secretary. 7 


9. The contracting distributors hereby aooly for and consent to: licens— 
ing by the Secretary, subject to the applicable general regulations and milk © 
regulations, Agricultural Ad jus tmeat Administration, prescribed by the Secre- 
tary and approved by the President, and not otherwise, ae 


10. This Agreement shall become effective at such time as the Secretary 
may declare above his signature attached hereto, and this Agreement shall con- 
tinue in force until terminated in one of the following ways: Y

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(a) The Secretary may at any time te~minate this Agreoment 
as to all parties hereto by giving at léast one day's netice 
by means ofa press release or in’any other manner which the 
Secretary may determine.

(d) This Agreement shall in any event terminate whenever th 
provisions of the Act authorizing it cease to be in effect 


ll. The benefits, privileges and immnities conferred by virtue of
